M urphy tD -P a.) expects to be sworn 
in at S cranton (Pa.) as a federal 
judge In a week or ten days. 
M urphy was eulogized last night 
after he had resigned from Congress 
to accept a seat on the Pennsylvania 
Middle D istrict Federal Court. He 
was nom inated by P resident T ru ­ 
m an and confirm ed by the Senate 
in May but had rem ained in C on­ 
gress in order to help w rite the 
Pearl 
H arbor 
investigating 
com ­ 
m ittee report. 
Speaker R ayburn (D-Tex.) paid 
high pruisc to M urphy, saying: 
"In my 30 years of service in the 
House f have not known of a fine 
young m an who in so short a term 
so deeply im pressed m e w ith his 
fine ch aracter and splendid ability 
and great desire to serve." 
Tile one-tim e slate picket in a 
coal m ine and form er railroad w ork­ 
er told tile House lie w as sorry to 
resign but felt he was accepting a 
"challenge" In going to the middle 
district court. He will replace form er 
Judge A lbert W. Johnson of Lewis­ 
burg (Pa.) who resigned last July 
while under lire of a congressional 
investigating com m ittee. 
“I would like to sec the m iddle 
district court hold a place of honor 
and prestige in th e courts of the 
country," M urphy said. "I will work 
diligently to help p u t th a t court 
w here it belongs."

Just how m any of these stories 
arr true isn’t known. B u t S tate I

of the theories. 
"I am quite certain there was no 
Hidden influx of w ater Into th e ore 
hole, catching horses and m achinery 
at the bottom of th e pit. It Is more 
certain th a t during tile 100-year 
m ining operations springs were con­ 
stan tly being tapped Of course. Hie 
w ater was kept pum ped out Of the 
hole. But In the late 1800's w hen 
operations censed no attem p t was 
made to keep the w ater out and 
gradually the m any springs filled up 
Uie hole. T hen It seems probable I 
j th a t m achinery th a t could not be 
sold wjl-. tossed into the big body of j 
w ater just to get rid of it.” 
Colonel Shoem aker says th a t d u r­ 
ing the recent war the draining of 
the ore hole to salvage Hie m a­ 
chinery was considered but th en it 
was decided it had been under w ater I 
for so long it was not likely it would 
have m uch value. 
History of Furnace Colorful 
Tile best known story about the 
depth of the w ater Is th a t it Is 
"m ore than IM) feet," a test having I 
shown it was a t least th a t deep. J 
B ut Colonel Shoem aker's office de­ 
clares th a t following the first world j 
war it was sounded and found to I 
be 60 feet deep. 
T ile history of Pine G rove F’ur- 
naee is a colorful one. It began in
